Trout fishermen arfeof course familiar 


with tile tackle required, but as there are 
no doubt many who will make their first 
attempt this year, a few remarks on the 
subject will not be out of place. 
The rbd 


should be from seven to nine feet long, 
light and pliable, bat strong. 
A braided 


silk line is the proper thing, hut a linen 
one will do, provided it is,,not larger than 
nine-thread. A common click-reel, which 
can be bought from fifty cents up, is 
needed. A good one can be purchased for 
$1, while double that much money will 
buy a really first-class reel. 
Multipliers, 


of course, cost n good deql more, but they 
are too heavy and are not needed for trout 
fishing. The outfit is completed with a 
six-foot gingle-gut leader and half adozen 
small hooks, either No. 5 or No. 6 Carlisle 
A creel, or fish basket, while not an 
absolute necessity is a great convenience. 


The outfit I have described Is of course 


for the bait fisherman. For fly fishing an 
enamelled silk 1'me i^ best, and the most 
killing flies for April are the gnats, ginger 
and gray hackles and palmers. The nov- 
ice, however, had better let fly fishing for 
trout severely alone until after he has had 
some experience with bait. Trout fishing 
requires more skill than angling for cat- 
fish or perch, and he who caa get a mess 
even with the plain and humble worm has 
good reason to pat himself on the back 
and say he knows something about fish- 
ing. The trout is not so easily fooled as 
some people think, and when ib Is caught 
the angler may, as a rule, be credited with 
more skill than luck. 


Now a word as to the method of bait 


fishing for trout, The best all-round bait 
is the worm. It should tie • put on the 
hook with the ends loose and wriggling. 
Working his way down stream the angler 
should let the bait float naturally over 
the little waterfalls, where there are such, 
to the fiilm water just below. If he 
receives no'strike the operation should be 
repeated until success comes or half a 
dozen failures Indicate no luck there. In 
meadow streams, or where there are no 
falls, the angler, keeping ont ol sight 
as much as possible, should let hie bait 
float with the current and try the ruffles, 
where the water ripples over the stones, a 
number of times.

According to statistics rectrtly pub- 


lished by the American Trotting Register 
Association at Chicago, about 20,ODQ horses 
took part in the light harness contests of 
1892, about seventy-five 
per cent, of 


them being trotters. The n mount, of pre- 
miums for which this big herd competed 
Is estimated at 82,000,000. The number 
of horses now enrolled Jn what Is known 
as the fast list shows bow marked has 
been the general improvement In speed 
since breeding and development have been 
looked after more carefully. The trotters 
that have made records of 2.30 or better 
since Lady Suffolk set the example nearly 
forty-eight years ngo, added to the pacers 
that have scored as good "as 2.25, make a 
total close to 10,000. During 1892 this list 
was augmented by 1,58G trotters and 415 
pacers. 


In the early days of trotting little value 


was attached to records unless they were 
made !n a race, and up to the »ippearanec 
of Flora Temple most of the champions 
had won their laurels in races. 
After 


that the special exhibition came into 
vogue, and since Goldsmith Blald trotted 
a heat in 2.14% a£ .Rochester, iu 1874, re- 
ducing her previous best mark of 2.15;.; 
made »t Buffalo Just a week In-fore, not 
one ol Ihe world's records at the trot has 
been obtained in a contest between horses. 
The relative merits of the two perform- 
ances may be estimated by the diflerence 
in the figures that has generally existed. 
When Maud S. scored 2.08?4 at Cleveland 
In 1885 the race record was 2.13J.,, also to 
the chestnut mare's credit, nut tie in ft 
match with Trinket at Chicago five years 
before. 
The etallien Palo Alto got this 


down to 2.13 when he defeated ^ack at 
Chicago, in the second of the two mutches 
between these cracks in the season of ISiJO.

Writern Monarch** Ctew IJved <in 


Dried Ppn* ami IKard-TacIf. 


A signal of distress-flying from the uiiz- 


xen topmast of the Ilritish ship Western 
Monarch, March 0, in latitude 33.44 north 
and fongitilde 65.35 west, attracted the 
attention ofi Captain Dove, of the British 
steamship Elmville, which arrived In port 
yesterday from Huelva. 
Upon coming up 


with-the ship he found her entire crew 
almost famished. 


The Western 
Monureh 
U'ft Caleba' 


Buenii, November 9, for Xew York, and 
owing to her extremely long passage, she 
being then 123 days out, had run short of 
provisions, end for a fortnight the crew 
were forced to live on dried peas and hard- 
tack, and the morning the Elmville hove 
in sight this supply had dwindled down 
to but five pounds of hard-tack, and the 
erew were in despair. 


Captain Thomas, of the Western Mon- 


arch, stated thut his vessel had been buf- 
feted by the wind nnd sens. 
He had 


managed to work the ship to within one 
huudied miles of Saudy Hook, JIarch 4, 
when a terrific hurricane burst over the 
vessel, almost turning her beam ends. 
She ciulckly righted, however, and getting 
on an even keel scudded before the winds 
under bare poles, the wind having denud- 
ed her of all canvas. 
On Maffch. 7 she 


found herself within sixty miles of Ber- 
muda, unable to get into port, owing to 
the wind halving died out, and almost 
destitute of, provisions. 
With starvation 


staring them in the face, the crew were iu 
desperate straits. With not a sail insight 
to give them help, the prospects looked 
gloomy for all hands. All the following 
day lookouts were ciigerly scanning the 
horizon for signs of a vessel, but night 
came and nothing wns seen. Their crav- 
ing hunger that night was somewhat 
appeased by tar^e draughts of water, of 
which there was fortunately n good sup- 
ply on board, nnd a small ponton of the 
hard-tack * 


The morning of the 9th dawned at lust, 


and ofl* in the disbtuce could he seen the 
smoke of a steamer, whose course us 
she gradually appeared 
in sight was 


anxiously watched by the :ilmost famished 
rneu. 
In fuel so iuftnt w'ere they in 


'observing her movements that their usual 
allotment of hardtack was let t untasted, 
as the prospect of good things soon to 
come made the men forget the pungs of 
hunger for the time.
